Commission asked to take another look §

During Monday morning's Coffee 
County Commission meeting, repre- 
sentatives from area libraries plead 
with commissioners to reconsider 
cutting funding to Cross Trails Re- 
gional Library Service. 

In a response to a letter from 
Cross Tratis stating that the county 
would not be able to supply any 
funds to the library services, Francis 
Suickland, chairman of the board of 
Enterprise Libraries, who served as 
spokesperson for the group, ex- 
pressed distress over the cutting of 
funds, 

A request for $15,178.24 from 
Max Hand, director of Cross Trails 
Library Services, was made at the 
last commission meeting held on 
Monday, August 12th. He was told 
at that time that the county was 
“scrapped for funds," but that they, 
the commission, would look at the 
request. 

Mrs. Strickland was joined in 
making her plea before the commis- 
sion by representatives from the 
Elba Library and many "concerned 
friends" of both libraries. 

Last year the commission contrib- 
uted $5,700 to libraries within the 
county. According to Strickland, this 
breaks down to .14¢ per capita spent 
by on library services for county res- 
idents. 

It was pointed out. by Strickland 
that Coffee County, “shamefully so,” 
spends less on library services than 
any other county. in the state of Ala- 
bama. : 

Some neighboring counties spent 
more than twice as much as Coffee 
County. Mentioned were Covington 
which spent .36¢ per capita, Cren- 
shaw - .SIl¢ per capita, and Geneva 
County supported its libraries with 
.34¢ per capita. 

The group acknowledged the 
shortage of funds, but it was pointed 


out that during hard times people uti- 
lize library services more. They use 
periodical services in helping them 
to look for work and they obtain 
reading matter which they otherwise 
could not afford. 

Recreational, educational and cul- 
tural improvements are offered by 
the libraries to all age groups. A ser- 
vice is also provided to shut-ins who 
are unable to come to the libraries. 


One possible impact the lack of 


funding to the libraries may have on 
county residents is that they will be 
assessed a fee for using the libraries. 

Out-of-county —_— residents —_ are 
charged $5 for a library card enti- 
tling them to use the services provid- 
ed by the library. If the county does 
not assist in the funding of the public 
libraries, it is possible that this same 
charge will be assessed county resi- 
denis too, 

Charlotte Clark, a member of 
Elba's library board, stated that 
Cross Trails Library Services was 
very instrumental in Elba's library 
recovering from the March ’90 flood. 

All the commissioners expressed 
concern for the libraries and agreed 
that services provided by them were 
very important, but they told. the 
group the commission was facing a 
critical shortage of funds in several 
areas - not just the libraries. 

Commissioner Robert Stephens 
said, “If we can find the money, I'm 
for funding the library.” 

The commissioners agreed to take 
another look at the request for li- 
brary funding, 

Probate Judge Marion Brunson 
appeared before the commissioners 
seeking their approval of local legis- 
lation approving a special recording 
fee, 

The fee, $4 per document, will be 
collected by the Probate Judge's Of- 
fice on each real property instru- 
ment, each personal property instru- 
meént and on other instruments and 
documents in the Probate Office in 


the discretion of the Probate Judge. 

Income generated by the fee, esti- 
mated to be $30,000 per year, is to 
be used for an improved recording 
and indexing system, to purchase or 
improve other equipment and for the 
general operation of the Probate Of- 
fice, 

The commissioners signed a reso- 
lution approving passage of the leg- 
islative act implementing the record- 
ing fee, Collection of the fee will 
begin September 1, 1991, 

Commissioner Sid Everett ex- 
pressed dissatisfaction with the man- 
ner in which this matter was han- 
died. He stated that it was his 
understanding that local legislation 
was to come through the commis- 
sion prior to its introduction to the 
legislawre, According to him, this 
particular bill was not presented to 
the commission as a unit, 

Judge Brunson said that it was his 
understanding the commission sup- 
ported the bill. He apologized for 
any misunderstanding. 

Ronnie Burns, Coffee County 
Revenue Commissioner, presented 
his 1991 Mapping and Appraisal 
Budget for their approval. This bud- 
get has to be in Montgomery by Sep- 
tember Ist for the state's approval. 

The county's share of the 
$150,000 budget is an estimated 
$29,000. Commissioners approved 
the budget. 

The county engineer, Mark Pool, 
recommended a 20% increase in the 
dumping fee for garbage being de- 
posited in the county's landfill, This 
results in a $4.80 charge per cubic 
yard in lieu of $4.00 per cubic yard. 

According to Pool, this amounts 
to an estimated increase in garbage 
charge to Elba residents of .34¢ per 
month per customer, Kinston .27¢ 
and Enterprise .27¢. 

It was noted by some of the com- 
missioners that an increase substan- 
tially more. than those mentioned 


Troopers predict 17 traffic deaths 


The Alabama Department of Pub- 
lic Safety estimates that 17 people 
will be killed in traffic accidents dur- 
ing the Labor Day holiday weekend, 
according to Col. Ned W. McHenry, 
Public Safety director. 

The 78-hour holiday period be- 
gins at 6 p.m. Friday, August 30, and 
ends at midnight Monday, Septem- 
ber 2nd. In 1990, 17 people died in 
traffic accidents during the 78-hour 
period, nine on rural roadways and 
eight in urban areas. Six of the fatal 
wreck victims died in alcohol-related 
accidents, and only three were using 
safety belts’ 

“During this holiday of high vehi- 
cle traffic, drivers are urged to use 
extra caution, to drive defensively 
and obey speed limit and all other 
traffic laws,” said McHenry. He also 
stressed the importance of using 
safety belts, child safety seats and re- 
fraining from drinking and driving. 

“Many lives could be saved and 
injuries prevented if motorists would 
use their safety belts,” said McHen- 
ry. Alabama's safety belt law, adopt- 
ed on July 17, requires front-seat oc- 
cupants of passenger cars to buckle 
up. 

Troopers will issue warning cila- 
tions for violation of the safety belt 
law during the Labor Day holiday 


weet 


weekend and during the 12-month 
warning period provided by the law. 
Officers must first stop and cite mo- 
torists for a separate offense before 
arresting them for violation of the 
safety belt law, 

McHenry reminded motorists that 
Alabama's child restraint law  re- 
quires that children age three and 
younger be secured in a safety scat, 
and that four- and five-year-olds use 
a safety seat or regular safety belt. 
The child restraint law applies to 
passengers in front and rear seats. 

Federal overtime grants aimed at 
speed limit enforcement will allow 
additional troopers to patrol during 
the holiday weekend, Planned en- 
forcement activity includes aerial 
speed enforcement, driver license 


and vehicle equipment checks, and 
increased emphasis on apprehending 
DUI offenders, 

“Last year during the Labor Day 
period, about a third of the traffic fa- 
talities resulted from alcohol-related 
wrecks,” said McHenry. Troopers 
will make every effort to get drunk- 
en and other unsafe drivers off the 
roadways to help make the holiday 
weekend a safe one. 

Public Safety will participate with 
other state police agencies in Opera- 
tion C.A.R.E., Combined Accident 
Reduction Effort. Enforcement will 
be concentrated on designated 
C.A.R.E. highways--U. S. 231 and 
331 south of Montgomery and ail in- 
terstates, 


Judge denies Creel's 
motion for new trial

In a Wednesday, August 21, hear- 
ing, Circuit Judge Gary L. McAliley, 
denied Joseph Dwight Creel's, 26, 
motion for a new trial.

Last April, Creel was convicted 
on charges stemming from a two car 
crash in which two Elba residents 
lost their lives. The incident oc- 
curred on July 8, 1990 on Alabama 
Highway 189 south of Elba near the 
Basin Community, 

In Creel’'s motion, defense attor- 
ney Merrill Shirley claimed that 
members of the jury did not set aside 
their prejudice against alcohol con- 
sumption in reaching their verdict, 

"The jury was properly struck,” 
said McAliley. He sated that he also 
felt jury members were not prejudice 
in rendering their verdict in the Creel 
case, 

In the original indictment, Creel 
was charged with two counts of mur- 
der and one count of first-degree as- 
sault, He was found guilty on the 
lesser charges of homicide by vehi- 
cle in the deaths of Scotty A. Norris, 
19, and Dorothy Skinner, 56, both of 
Elba, 

He was found guilty of second- 
degree assault due to injures sus- 
tained by Myrtice Guy, 68, of Elba 
who was seriously injured in the car 
crash. 

Creel was originally sentenced to 
ten years in prison but it was later re- 
duced to a two-year term by Judge 
McAliley, 

Also, Creel was ordered to pay 
$133,000 to the Norris and Skinner 
families. The judge further ordered 
that upon his release, Creel was to 
pay 25 percent of his income to any 
unpaid restitution and do five years 
community service, 10 hours per 
week, for either a rescue squad or in 
an hospital emergency room.

No more fluoride in city water

At the August meeting of the 
Elba Water & Electric Board, a deci- 
sion was made to stop putting fluo- 
ride in the municipal water supply, 

This decision was made when 
plans were being finalized for a new 
water well to be drilled on a site near 
the new school park. Engineers not- 
ed that regulatory agency require- 
ments now mandate the construction 
of special housing for the equipment 
to measure and inject the fluoride 
into the water. Board members were 
told this will cost about $10,000. 

Board members and utility em- 
ployees questioned the need for this 
expense and ultimately voted to dis- 
continue the practice at the other 
three water wells also. 

Information given board members 
indicated no area communities were 
currently using fluorided water, 
However information received by 
this newspaper show the Centers for 
Disease Control in Atlanta listing a 
number of area communities fluorid- 
ing. 

In Alabama, there are 3,768,000 
people on public water systems, 
3,149,054 of these are on fluroidated 
systems, according to the Disease 
Control report. ‘

The major cities, Birmingham, 
Monigomery, Mobile, Huntsville, 
Tuscaloosa, Dothan, Cullman, Deca- 
tur, Gadsden and Anniston are 
among the larger active users.

‘Luverne fluoride as does Elba and 


are among the 259 communities in 
Alabama which add fluoride. 

Andalusia and Brundidge are ona 
list of communities which have natu- 
rally fluoridated water systems. 
There are 28 such systems listed in 
the Disease Control tvport. 

A pamphlet on fluoride published 


by the American Dental Association 
lists some 37 commonly asked ques- 
tions about water fluoridation, Each 
of the questions is answered, fol- 
lowed by an longer explanation of 
the facts. 

The pamphlet encourages the use 
of fluoride by all humans, but indi- 
cates the use is very critical for 
youngsters up to the age of 13. One 
study cited was in Antigo, Wiscon- 
sin which fluorided from 1949 until 
stopping in 1960. Five and one-half 
years later, second grade children 
had more than 200% ‘more tooth -de- 
cay. Antigo reinstated fluoride in 
1965. 


All Elba voters to vote 
in one central location

An Elba City Council meeting 
Monday evening was over in less 


than ten minutes. Action taken dur- “ 


ing the brief meeting was limited to 
approving a change in the voting or- 
dinance to allow for all voting to be 
conducted from one voting place.

A drug bust by Elba Police and 
narcoucs officers last Friday night 
resulted in the arrest of a 25-year-old 
Elba women.

** Money Owed ** 


Money owed to Social Security 
may be deducted from tax refunds. 
People who owe money to Social Se- 
curity as a result of Social Security 
benefit overpayments should be 
aware that a new rule authorizes the 
Internal Revenue Service to deduct 
what is owed from their Federal in- 
come tax refund. 

This authortiy, known as the Tax 
Refund Offset provision, was man- 
dated by Congress in the Omnibus 
Budget Reconciliation Act of 1990. 
It provides the Social Security Ad- 
ministration (SSA) an avenue for re- 
covering Overpayments from indi- 
viduals who are no longer receiving 
benefits, and who are delinquent in 
repaying their debt. 

When people on the rolls receive 
over payments, SSA generally de- 
ducts the amount of the overpayment 
from future checks. However, for 
people no longer receiving benefits, 
the agency can only request volun- 
lary repayment. If theoverpayed in- 
dividual was unwilling to make pay- 
ment or could not be located, SSA 
had to wait until he or she became 
reentiled to benefits before recovery 
could take place. 

Under the new law, SSA will 
send notices to former beneficiaries 
who have not repaid overpayments 
to provide them an opportunity to ar- 
range for repayment or request a 
waiver of the overpayment. If no re- 
sponse is received, Social Security 
will notify IRS who will withhold 
the amount from any Federal income 
tax refunds due the individuals, 

Social Security records show that 
there are approximately 300,000 for- 
mer beneficiaries who meet all the 
criteria for a tax refund offset. Of 
this number, about 75 percent are 
former recipients of student's bene- 
fits. 

Beginning in August 1991, SSA 
will mail the tax refund offset notice 
to these former beneficiaries. After 
receipt of the notices, some individu- 
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.both of the same color, of course. 


als are expected to make voluntary 
payments to avoid being referred to 
IRS for offset. These voluntary pay- 
ments, along with the tax refunds 
that will eventually be offset by the 
IRS, are expected to generate $47 
million in fiscal year 1992, and 
again in 1993, All monies recovered 
will be returned to the Old-Age, Sur- 
vivors and Disability Insurance Trust 
Funds, 


** Attorney Fees ** 


Social Security claimants repre- 
sented by an attorney or other person 
in pursuing a Social Security claim 
will be able to pay the representative 
under a new Social Security rule. 
The rule permits the parties to agree 
on a set fee prior to the approval of 
the claim. 

Under the present “fee petition 
system,” after a claim is approved 
the attorney must submit an itemized 
bill for services, which must be ap- 
proved by the Social Security Ad- 
ministration. A maximum of 25 per- 
cent of back benefits could be paid 
with appropriate documentation, 

Under the “fee agreement” pro- 
cess, the agreement is automatically 
approved if it is no more than 25 per- 
cent of the back benefits, or $4,000, 
whichever is less. Under this pro- 
cess, no itemized bill is necessary. 
The new rule gives claimants the ad- 
vantage of knowing exactly how 
much they will be charged in pursu- 
ing their claims. Both the claimant 
and the representative may appeal 
the amount of the approved fee. 

A claimant may be represented by 
the person of his or her choice in any 
business with Social Security. How- 
ever, the representative " cannot 
charge or collect a fee without writ- 
ten permission from Social Security. 
Any representative who charges or 
collects a fee that has not been ap- 
proved may be subject to criminal 
prosecution and may be disqualified 
from representing Social Security 
claimants, 
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Solid Waste - Trash - is a local problem also

It's always been a problem to 
convince someone to take the 
trash out, but no one seems to 
worry past the point of throw- 
ing it into cans for pickup. 

That is until now. 

As Alabamians continue to 
elegy more trash than ever 

fore, community leaders are 
finding there are limits to tradi- 
tional trash management prac- 
tices. 

“It’s a real problem,” Kathe- 
rine Lamar, Environmental 
Management's Public Affairs 
Officer, said. “And unless peo- 
ple want garbage piling up in 
their streets and sewage in their 
drinking water, we've got to 
look at alternative methods.” 

The reality is that the histori- 
cally simple solution to trash - 
dumping it in a landfill - is no 
longer workable. Basically, old 
dumps are filling up. And due 
to a two-year moratorium law 
passed by the state legislature in 
1989, Alabama has not been 
able to taint her soil with any 
new landfills in nearly two 
years. 

Jack Honeycutt of the Envi- 
ronmental Management Agency 
in Montgomery said the mora- 
torium was the result of primar- 
ily two reasons. One was to halt 
private companies from build- 
ing landfills near state borders 
to bring in out-of-state trash. 
But the most substantial reason 
for the moratorium was the real- 
ization that Alabama landfills 
were filling up so fast that long- 
term planning had become nec- 
essary. 

That realization materialized 
into a two-year, statewide plan 
which included Alambama 
counties examining their land- 
fills’ existing capacities and 
submitting future plans of trash 
disposal to the state. 

All of Alabama’a sixty-seven 
counties submitted plans to the 
state by November 1990, and 
according to Honeycutt, those 
plans will either be approved or 
disapproved by the state in mid- 
May. 

The fact that a large majority 
of Alabama consists of sparsely 
populated localities along with 
a minority of metropolitan areas 
Suggests there will no be a 
unique plan that will fit every 
county's needs. 

For example, due to the eco- 
nomics of land costs and in- 
creasingly stringent environ- 
mental regulations, two rural 

- counties in southeast Alabama, 


Geneva and Coffee, have decid- 
ed to consolidate their landfill 
sites. The site would be located 
in Coffee county, and Geneva 
county would export its solid 
waste to the site. 

Coffee County citizens are 
aware of the plan, but according 
to Honeycutt, they don't seem to 
mind. This does not correlate, 
however, with the usual “not in 
my backyard” public opposition 
that accompanies most sugges- 
tions of the building of new 
landfills. 

“This plan would not work 
for every county because most 
citizens would object to the 
bringing in of another county's 
garbage,” Honeycutt said. 

In the book,‘Sites for Our 
Solid Waste” published by the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency, it is estimated nearly 
one-third of Alabama's existing 
landfill capacity will be elimi- 
nated in the next few years. As 
landfill capacity dwindles, ex- 
perts have begun to look at al- 
ternative methods of handling 
trash problems without dirtying 
anyone's hands. 

There are essentially four 
ways of dealing with garbage 
disposal: dumping it, burning it, 
converting it and minimizing 
the volume of garbage that is 
produced in the first place. 

Burning wastes could be a vi- 
able alternative for many com- 
munites. Incineration extends 
the life of a landfill by reducing 
about 80 to 90 percent of the to- 
tal volume of solid waste, ac- 
cording to the U.S. Environ- 
mental Protection Agency. 
After compaction of the ash res- 
idue which results from inciner- 
ation, a landfill may only have 


to take in about 4 to 10 percent. 


of the original volume of the 
trash, 

While incineration may 
sound like the perfect answer to 
the handling of solid waste, 
some experts warn there are po- 
tential problems associated with 
the process. 

The main drawback to incin- 
erators is they can release small 
amounts of chemicals known as 
dioxins which have been impli- 
cated in birth defects and sever- 
al kinds of cancer. However, ac- 
cording to Lamar, technology 
now exists that satisfies safety 
standards. 


Dr. Atla Jefcoat, Chairman of 


the Chemical Engineering De- 
partment at the University of 
Alabama, said a recent study by 
the National Institues of Health 
revealed dioxins could be pro- 
moters of cancer, 

In the study, workers who

had been exposed to an ex- 
tremely high number of dioxins 
were found to develop a higher 
number of sarcomas than mem- 
bers of the average population. 

Alabama currently has two 
incinerators in operation, locat- 
ed in Tuscaloosa and Hunts- 
ville, Both plants produce steam 
energy and sell the steam to lo- 
cal plants. 

Tuscaloosa's plant produces 
300 tons of steam per day for 
the B.F. Goodrich plant, and 
Red Stone Arsenal buys 700 
tons per day from the Hunts- 
ville's $80 million incinerator 
plant. 

According to Honeycutt, the 
incinerators aren't in the busi- 
ness to make a profit. In fact, 
they're lucky to break even. 

“Incineration is not a profita- 
ble business,” Honeycutt said. 
“But neither are landfills. We're 
talking about disposing of our 
trash, not making money.” 

While waste management of- 
ficials agree incineration is a 
part of Alabama's future, they 
also agree there must be a mar- 
ket for the energy produced. A 
small, rural city would most 
likely not be able to sell 300 to 
700 tons of steam per day in or- 
der to at least break even on op- 
eration costs. 

Even though incineration 
might not be for everyone, there 
is a form of waste management 
that can be -- recycling. 

Perry Roquemore Jr., Execu- 
tive Director of the Alabama 
League of Municipalities, be- 
lieves recycling should be en- 
couraged by everyone, includ- 
ing at home, businesses and 
schools. 

Recycling is “the only way to 
go,” Roquemore said. “Alaba- 
mians have just got to get used 
to it. It's just a matter of chang- 
ing old habits.” 

Tim Phelps, Plant Manager 
of Tuscaloosa Recycling Cen- 
ter, believes recycling can be 
profitable for anyone even 
though, “it's not a real money- 
making business.” 

For example, Phelps said 
community groups from Pick- 
ens, Greene and Hale counties 
transport recyclable items to his 
plant in Tuscaloosa county as 
part of their groups’ fundraising 
projects. 

William L, Rathje, an archae- 
lologist at the University of Ari- 
zona and coordinator of The 
Garbage Project, worries about 
the success of recycling efforts. 
As recycling by citizens in- 
creases, demand for recycled 
products decreases and prices 
plummet. Rathje warns that as 
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the money goes away, so does 
the systematic recycling effort. 

Jefcoat explained there will 
always be a market for recy- 
cling aluminam cans simply be- 
cause it's Cheaper to recycle alu- 
minum than to extract new 
aluminum through mining. 

However, the recycling of 
newspapers could become a 
problem, according to Jefcoat. 
The quality of paper that is used 
to print is not very high. And 
each time one is recycled, it los- 
es some of the fibers which 
holds it together. For that rea- 
son, Jefeoat warns, there is a 
limit to the number of times a 
newspaper can be recycled. 

But Roquemore maintains 


Alabama citizens have got to te- 
alize even if waste management 
proves to not be profitable, it's 
still a necessity. 

“People have got to realize 
we're talking about our state's 
future. About having clean wa- 
ter, fresh air and waste that is 
disposed of properly, not about 
dollars and cents,” Roquemore 
said. 


As Alabama grows, so does 
her garbage. The closing of 
nearly-filled landfills, the poten- 
tial dangers of incinerators and 
the apathy towards recycling ef- 
forts are areas that must be 
faced by communtiy leaders 
and citizens alike.

. The Bible was written for the 
people, for the populace at 
large, not for some special 
class among them, 

St. Paul addressed his 
epistles to both “laity” and 
“clergy”: “To all that be in 
Rome” (Rom. 1:7), “unto the 
church. ..at Corinth. ..with 
all that in every place call 
upon the name of Jesus Christ 
our Lord” (I Cor. 1:2), “unto 
the churches of Galatia” (Gal. 
1:2), “to all the saints...at 
Philippi, with the bishops 
and deacons” (Phil. 1:1), ete. 

When Paul proclaimed the 
gospel at Berea his hearers 
did not take even this great 
apostle’s word for granted, 
but “searched the Scriptures 
daily, whether those things 
were so” And for this God 
called them “noble” (Acts 
17:11). They were the true 
spiritual aristocracy of their 
day. 

Our Lord, when on earth, 
encouraged—even challenged 
His audiences to “search the 
Scriptures” for themselves 
(John 5:39). 

Indeed, since God has re- 
vealed Himself and His plan 
of salvation in the written

Do you remember when all a man 
had to do to be considered an egali- 
tarian “enlightened” male was to say 
" My wife works?" However, we 
SUIT expected moms working outside 
(Or inside) the home to shoulder the 
burdens of child care and house- 
work, When the "supermom" role 
didn't work, we were forced to seck 
other solutions, One solution is a call 
for fathers to be more involved in 
home life. 

In the 1900's, fatherhood is in 
vogue. Many fathers are becoming 
more deeply involved in their fami- 
lies, pushing baby buggies, and car- 
rying diaper bags. These fathers en- 
roll in prenatal and parenting classes. 
They get up in the middle of the 
night to comfort a sick child or give 
a midnight feeding. They even hold 
offices in the PTA 

However, the overall research ev- 
idence suggests that from the 1950's 
to the 1990's there has been little 
change in father's involvement in the 
home. While there are many excep- 
tions, the nurturing, caring, and at- 
tuned father is more a public image 
than a private reality. The same body 
of research is calling for the father to 
play a more central role in the fami- 
ly-like they used to. 

Yes, fathers used to play a more 
central role in the family than the re- 
search indicates today. Fatherhood 
researcher Alan Hawkins explains it 
this way: "Prior to the late 18th and 
early 19th centuries, fathers were in- 
timately involved in the daily lives 
of their children. Fathers taught their 
children how to work and worked 
along side of them, especially sons. 
, Fathers were also responsible for 
teaching their children spiritual val- 
ues and to read and write, if they 
were literate themselves. When 
America became more urban and in- 
dustrial, fathers left home to work in 
factories anywhere from 14 to 16 
hours a day, often in wretched work- 
ing conditions." Little wonder fa- 
thers gradually became more aloof 
in family relationships, more like ab- 
sentee owners. Mothers became the 
local managers. 

"In the past, after the birth of the 
first child, husbands started to de- 
vote more time to work and became 
less involved in the daily work of the 
home, while new mothers became 
more involved. This arrangement di- 
vided them not only physically, but

According to many family profes- 


sionals, the time has come to return | 


fathers to the center of the family 
"where they feel as involved in the 
family as their wives do. Doing so 
will bring the two separate worlds 
closer together, and marriages will 
be stronger." How can this be done? 

Most important, wives must be 
willing to share equally the home 
manager role, Some wives may have 
conflicting feelings about this. On 
one hand they may have difficulty 
releasing hold of "their" domain. But 
wives must be firm about what they 
want if they expect to get it.

Line Up Here To Pick The "Tater Bugs"

On a hot spring day a batallion 
of huge red wesps besieged me in 
the attic. Without hesitation I 
passed up the Opportunity to do as 
my Daddy'd have done in the 30's... 
to roll up a Country Gentleman 
Magazine and "fly into ‘em, hoping 
for the best." A can of Hot Shot 
Wasp Killer is what saved my hide 
-and a trip to the hospital over my 
allergy to wasp stings. 

I see the predicament 1 faced 
that day as paralicling, in some 
ways, that of todays farmers. They 
are being attacked and harrassed on 
every hand, especially by some en- 
vironmentalists, for their use of 
pesticides and insecticides. Now 
I'm concerned about our environ. 
ment, too, (and hopping mad at this 
very writing about the foolish envi- 
ronmental destruction being 
wrought on my neighborhood, my 
county, by the methane gas drill- 
ers). But recently given a choice in 
my fight with the fierce insects in 
my attic, I opted for the more sensi- 
ble solution, albeit an environmen- 
tally questionable one, 

Farmers today also have an al- 
ternative when it comes to using or 
not using chemicals to destroy 
harmful insects. My Mama knew 
about (and had no choice but to 
practice) the "without chemicals" 
route years ago. And I'd like to see 
those who're having the biggest 
conniption fits about today's use of 
insecticides-- I'd like to see them

supply while my Mama supervised 
their ‘tater bug pickin,’ 

I can envision it now--the thou- 
sands of sign-toting city slickers 
throwing down their "Halt The Use 
Of Insecticides" placards and lining 
up for fruit jars with kerosene in 
them. And Mama there, giving the 
novices instructions about fanning 
Out across the acres and acres of 
irish ‘taters, of the necessity of 
gently turning every single leaf on 
every solitary ‘tater plant to pick off 
the destructive bugs. And how they 
had to be especially careful to look 
inside the still-tightlv-curled leaves, 
for lurking there they'd likely find 
scads of the little fat babies. "Some- 
times", Mama’'d instruct, "you can 
just press the sides of the leaves to- 
gether and squash the hundreds of 
unhatched yellow eggs, or the mini- 
ature newborns with their smooth 
brown skin," 

Just thinking of it I can picture 
those protestors tuming bilious 
green, especially when their jars 
Start filling up with the creepy, 
crawly things. And they'll probably 
be worse'n my sister, Trillie Mae- 
bell--(the one who draws the cute 
pictures in my books.) Well, once 
when we were out of kerosene 
Mama told us to pick our jars full 
of the pests which were eating our 
potato plants to the nub-- to pick 
them, and then kill them on a big, 
flat rock at the end of the. ‘tater 


patch. Well, my baby sister was 
real squeamish, couldn't handle it; 
when no one was looking she bur- 
ied the pint of bugs in the freshly- 
turned soil, thinking to smother ‘em 
to death. ‘Cause Mama came along 
‘bout the time the grown bugs with 
their speckled hard shells were es 
caping, unscathed, from the earth, 
Mama made my Sis “lick her calf 
over." Till this day I can hear Tril- 
lie screaming and see her Shivering, 
hating the crushing of those bugs 
(and till this day she hates worms 
and bugs, almost lets it halt her 
love of fishing.) But Trillie's repul- 
sion long ago was minor compared 
to what we're gonna see nowadays 
Outta those ‘tater-bug toting town 
folks--especially if the fields are so 
wet they'll mire a buzzard's shadow 
and the workers have to get bare- 
foot and let the mud squish be- 
tween their toes as they pick. 

And I bet you they'll be afeared 
fer their lives when Mama starts 
‘em in on getting those huge worms 
offen the tomato plants. It'll take 
those new pickers awhile for their 
eyes tO get adjusted so's they can 
see the long, fat green creeps which 
have antennas sticking outta their 
heads. And, oooowheecee--just 
think 'uh when they have to smash 
those big tomato-plant-cutting cam- 
Ouflaged creatures! What with 
those anti-poison folks never hav- 
ing seen a green worm curled in- 
side a half-eaten tomato (thanks to 
the farmers and insecticides)--what 
with them being so unfamiliar with 
worms and how they squirt when 
smushed--they'll probably be look- 
ing like a bunch of green snuff- 
dippers in no time flat. 

And I predict it'll get worse 'n 
worse as they have to pick the 
worms off the cabbages and the 
collards, and when they have to dig 
down into the ground beside the lit- 


tle fallen bean plants, trying to dig 
out and crucify the cutworms re- 
sponsible for the destruction (as the 
protestors-tumed-farmers frantical- 
ly try to provide green beans for 
this entire nation's anti-cholesterol 
diet. I imagine they'll soon start to 
believe that pest actually do destroy 
30 percent or about $20 billion 
worth of crops in the U.S. every 
year--even using pesticides. And 
they'll soon be wanting to kiss the 
feet of the man who invented DDT, 
like I did back in the late 40s.)

weevils. (And if they were shot 
back in a time capsule to 1926 
when, according to my 84-year-old 
Uncle Ferman, the cotton crop was 
completely, down to the last bowl. 
Destroyed by the boll weevils-- 
well, if today's anti-pollution orga- 
nizers had to try to clothe folks in 
cotton under such circumstances 
they'd lighted up a their criticism of 
man-made pesticides, I believe. 

Waking up from an operation in 
a hospital bed that was covered 
with chinches or discovering the 
grucsome, biting bed bugs all over 
your motel room as two ladies re- 
cently shared with me they did in 
the 1930s-- these things will also 
shed a new light on the use of pesti- 
cides, Or contacting head lice at 
school and then having to shampoo 
nightly with some ghastly-smelling 
treatment and comb your head for 
hours on end with a sharp, fine- 
tooth comb--in an effort to get the 
lice eggs out of your hair and end 
the awful cycle. Having weevils 
ruin the corn in the crib and the 
dried peas in the loft that are your 
main food for the cold winter 
ahead--or having to contend with 
house flies in the hot days when 
screens were a scarcity--when, if 
company came to take dinner with 
you--all hands are enlisted and giv- 
en guano sacks to "herd" the flies 
out the back door. and then, while 
you ate, a green peach tree bough 
was kept nearby to chase any in- 
truding flies from the vicinity of the 
table. (This latter experience will 
make one thrilled to be able to pur- 
chase a small metal fly-sprayer and 
fill it with one cup of Watkins! Fly 
Spray, excited to have a chemical 
that will kill off the pesty and dirty 
insects. 


Biting into apples and finding a 
worm, spending all day trying to 
get plant lice off the mess of turnip 
greens before cooking them for 
supper, having cabbage worms de- 
stroy your chances for winter kraut- 
-these things will make you grate- 
ful for scientists who've invented 
pesticides and for farmers who now 
use them--make you thankful for 
the great progress the farmers are 
making, even down to using chem- 
rank and fairs, computer software, 
to help with proper pesticide appli- 
cations. 

Oh, I'd be the first one to say 
"get rid of all chemicals" if it'd 
work. My Daddy was so careful 
when he rinsed that arsenic- 
dripping pan--wouldn't allow it 
within half a mile of the spring or 
the well, knew it was dangerous, 
but it was the only thing that'd al- 
low us to make half a cotton crop. 
And we tried making out with just 
nature in the garden--petted and 
pampered those lady bugs, trying to 
keep them so they'd expel unwant- 
ed insects. And we planted the 
stinking marigold flowers in the 
garden to chase off bad bugs, and 
tossed hot sand into the corn's tas- 
sels, trying to kill the corn borers 
without chemicals. And we. nur- 
tured our soil with just the proper 
amount of chicken and cow ma- 
nure, and added compost made 
from rotten fruit and vegetable mat- 
ter-- but it would only do so much, 
and as a result we could barely 
grow enough food to feed our own 
family. 

But that isn't true with today's 
agriculture--thanks to the availabili- 
ty of chemicals. My hat's off to to- 
day's farmers--more food and better 
than ever before, with fewer and 
fewer folks required to do the job. 
So I say--the very next time these 
off-base environmentalists and 
their city lawyers start getting hot 
under the collar and throwing off 

on farmers--I say let's just mail out 
application forms which specify: 
"Sign Here To Protest The Use Of 
Chemicals By Farmers And To 
Volunteer To Be The First In Line 
To Pick The "Tater Bugs,"

Plants Can Make A Difference

LEAF SPOT DISEASE 

Leaf spot disease on shade trees 
in August and later do not present a 
serious problem. By now, well- 
established trees have synthesized a 
large amount of sugars which have 
been transported for storage in the 
roots. An early leaf fall in August or 
September will not seriously affect 
the health of the tree. If the tree is 
small, the early defoliation effects 
will be more significant but, still, 
damage should not be enough to kill 
the tree. Leaves should be collected 
and destroyed this fall to help pre- 
vent spore dispersal and reoccur: 
rence of disease next spring. 

As August progresses, we will 
probably see an increase in the num- 
ber of fungal leaf spot diseases on 
trees. Olten, these spots occur on 
trees thal are experiencing some type 
of stress including nutritional or wa- 
ter stresses, Altemaria, Cercospora, 
Septoria, Phyllosticta, and a variety 
of anthracnose fungi are some of the 
many fungi scen on trees in the late 
summer and carly fall. Leaf spot dis- 
eases developing at this time of year 
on trees are geherally of no concern. 
A good idea is to keep leaves raked 
up and destroyed. Why not start a 
compost pile?

Our 
Coffee County Average for these 
early peanuts scems to be about 135 
days until harvest. I believe that this 
hullscrape method is very helpful to 
our growers. First of all it helps them 
to clearly see how their peanut crop 
has set and to see the maturity of the 
peanut kernels. This is very impor- 
lant along with factoring in all the 
other factors in determining when to 
dig. In the last week before harvest a 
normal peanut crop will gain 250 
more pounds in weight and also in- 
crease in grade quite a bit in that last 
week, This increase weight and 
grade equals out to about $81.00 per 
acre in gain in income in just that

last week before digging Peanuts 
dug one week too late can loose as 
manny as 500 Ibs, of peanuts which 
equal out to $160.00 in losses per 
acre. SO you can see that determin- 
ing the optimum time to dig is a very 
crucial decision to a peanut grower 
We will continue to run this Hydro- 
blaster at the Farm Center through 
Out the harvest season.

Rye Seed Is In Short 
Supply This Year

It's getting close to time to not 
only dig peanuts, but to start plant- 
ing winter grazing. From all indica- 
tions in talking to various agribusi- 
nessmen and Dr. Don Ball at Auburn 
rye seed appears in short supply this 
year. There are, however alternatives 
you Can use in your grazing program 
that will serve you very well. 

Wheat is a close second to rye in 
its growth, yield and appeal to cattle. 
In some studies it is indicated that 
wheat may even be preferred over 
rye to grazing cattle. Five varieties 
of wheat that will give you fall and 
winter growth are, McNair 1003, 
Willianis, Stacey, Massey, and 
Coker 9766. These varieties will 
grgyv similar to rye with an early 
flush to growth in the fall through 
the winter. Two wheat varieties that 
are on the recommended list but 
yicld most of their growth in the 
spring are Pioneer 2555 and Salida. 

Oats mixed with wheat will work 
very well. Oats have only one prob- 
lem that I know of and that is their 
potential to winter kill. The past few 
years we have had excellent growing 
conditions for oats, but we never 
know when that one year is going to 
come, Oats will not hold up in pro- 
long cold weather. However mixed 


in with wheat, wheat may shelter 
them to some extent and cows cer- 
tainly love to eat oats, Some varie- 
tics you can use are Coker 227, 
FFRSS 7630, Harpool 833,Coker 
820, Simpson, Coker 716, and Cita- 
tion. 

Some varieties of rye you can use 
if you can find them at the right 
price are Bone |, Elbon, Maton, and 
Winter Grazer 70. 

Ryegrass will fit very well into a 
mixture with wheat or wheat oats 
and ryegrass. The biggest problem 
people ave with ryegrass in this 
particular part of the country is rye- 
grass should be planted on ground 
where you want early spring growth. 
If you are wanting to till that ground 
in March, ryegrass is probably not 
going to give you near the advantage 
that a fall wheat, rye or oats will. 
Two good varieties that remain solid 
are Marshall and Gulf. Both of these 
varieties are tried and true. Other va- 
ricties that also work are Rust Mas- 
ter, Jackson, Nutriblend, Surry, Mag- 
nolia, and Dalita. 

This should help you make some 
plans and begin your seed for your 
fall grazing season. If you have any 
further questions concerning winter 
grazing or forage crops give me a 
call at 894-5596.

USDA Announces Final Rules 
From Peanut Program 


Washington, August 14--Final 
rules of the peanut program for the 
1992-1995 crops of peanuts were an- 
nounced today by the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture's Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation Ser- 
vice. The rules carry out the peanut 
program provisions of, the Feed, Ag- 
riculture Conservation and Trade 
Act of 1990, 

The interim rules published in the 
Federal Register on April 19, were 
adopted with the following changes: 

--"Considered produced" credit 
will not be granted for a peanut 
poundage quota that is transferred to 
another farm under a "fall transfer" 
provision, 

--For contracts between producers 
and handlers for the purchase of 
1991-crop additional peanuts for ex- 
porting or crushing, the contract may 
be filed on a form other than the 
standard form prescribed by the 
USDA's Commodity Credit Corpora- 
tion, However, in order for the con- 
tract be approved by the county ASC 
committee, the contract must contain 
the elements prescribed by the pea- 
nut regulations. 

The final rule for the 1991 crop 
says that CCC will not require pro-

Are Due 
September 13th 


David W. Eaddy, County Execu- 
tive Director of the Coffee County 
Agricultural Stabilization and Con- 
servation Service, reminds peanut 
producers and handlers that contracts 
drawn up to sell 1991-crop addition- 
al peanuts are those grown in excess 
of the farm's poundage quota or on a 
farm that does not have a poundage 
quota. 

Peanut contracts submitted” to 
ASCS for approval must contain cer- 
tain specific information, Producers 
and handlers who are unfamiliar 
with the required information may 
contact the Coffee County ASCS Of- 
fice for assistance. In addition to the 
required information, Eaddy said) 
other items may be included; howey-} 
er, such items may not negate any of 
the required contract provisions, 

Peanut producers and handlers 
who have entered into contracts 
must submit the contracts to each re 
spective contracting producer's local 
ASCS office by the September 13 
deadline. 


ducers to satisfy the producer's con- 
tracts for additional peanuts before 
making peanuts available for use as 
"buybacks." The rule also maintains 
the prohibition against the granting 
of export credit for peanuts products 
made from contract additional pea- 
nuts and exported to Canada or Mex- 
ico, However, further public com- 
ment will be solicited on these 
provisions for the 1992 through 
1995 crops at a later date. 

The final rule appeared in the Au- 
gust 13 Federal Register.

August 28th Is Last 
Day For Feed 
Grain Comments 


"Farmers and other interested 
people still have time to submit rec- 
ommendations on acreage reduction 
percentages for corn, sorghum and 
barley,” David W. Eaddy, County 
Executive Director of the Coffee 
County Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Service, said, The 
public comment period ends August 
28. 

Before final decisions are made 
for next year's feed grain acreage re- 
duction requirements, the U. S, De- 
partment of Agriculture will consid- 
er comments along with information 
concerning the outlook for domestic 
and foreign supply and demand. 

Eaddy said farmers should state 
whether the acreage reduction per- 
centages for corn should be 5, 7.5, 
10, 12.5, or come other percentages 
within the considered range. “They 
should also comment on whether the 
sorghum and barley percentages 
should be 0, 5, 7.5 or some other 
percentage within the considered 
range.” By law, the 1992 oats ARP 
must be 0, Baddy said
